WHOOPING  COUGH  -  There  were  two  deaths  from  whooping  cough

early  in  the  year.  This  was  the  end  of  last  year's 
epidemic. 

HIARRHOTS/  -  There  was  an  acute  outbreak  of  epidemic 
diarrhoea  at  Thornton  steward  which  began  with  the  school 
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children  and  spread  to  nearly  everyone  in  the  village. 

By  exclusion  I  considered  the*  infective  source  was  the 
schoolroom  v/hich  was  also  used  for  Sunday  service. 
Disinfection  and  measures  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the 
air  by  dust  *ere  successful  in  stopping  the  epidemic.

The  streets  of  Leyburn  require  better  and  more 
frequent  scavenging. 

The  hap-hazard  system  of  drainage  into  ditches  and  1 

particularly  into  roadside  gutters  is  to  be  deplored.

Where  there  are  several  owners  of  contiguous  propert, 
instead  of  draining  in  common,  each  and  all  either 
neglect  to  drain  at  all  or  drain  into  the  nearest 
hole  or  ditch. 

The  existence  Of  a  tip  for  refuse  into  the  river 
Ure  is  contrary  to  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act. 
l/anure  is  often  so  disposed  that  the  liquid  drains 
on  the  road  or  footpath. 

We  are  continually  coming  across  uncovered  ashpits 
whereas  the  Public  Health  Act  of  167 o  states  that 
ashpits  must  be  provided  with  proper  doors  and 

coverings. 


Lodging  After  considerable  pressure  the  Lodging  House  at 

Houses. 

Middleham  is  closed.

A  slaughter  house  at  Middleham  is  quite  unfit  fcr 
the  purpose  while  the  presence  of  *>  hunger  house  is  a 
nuisance  to  the  neighbours. 

At  one  slaughter  house  a  sheep  had  been  hungered  in 
a  disused  privy. 

At  another  a  heap  of  hides  lay  in  the  Hunger  House 
which  wae  i*»  comrruni  cation  with  the  raeat  storage. 

The  Cowsheds  are  being  sickly,  too  si  only ,  altered 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Council. 

During  the  year  tv-e  beasts  of  several  dairies  have 
been  tested  with  tuberculin.  Most  of  the  results  were 
fairly  satisfactory  but  in  one  case  jt  of  the  beasts 
tested  reacted. 

There:  is  one  Factory  23  workshops  and  2  workplaces 
in  the  district. 

At  one  private  bake-house  I  discovered  an  untrapped 
sink  which  is  to  be  remedied. 

One  workshop  parti./  overhangs  a  privy  I  intend  to 
get  this  converted  to  a  water-closet. 

There  are  no  outworkers, 

4  schools  have  been  closed  during  the  year. 


I  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  Council 
on  the  tact  energy  and  conscienti ousness  of  their 
Inspector. 

Just  before  Easter  I  condemned  at  Leyburn  Station 
two  cases  of  Cod  fish  which  had  been  intended  for  Leyburn 
Market.  I  acted  on  the  information  of  the  Railway  Company 
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who  at  once  hurled  the  fish* 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  purchaser  of  milk 
at  Middleham  found  a  live  Minnow  in  his  milk.  Now  another 
customer  is,  I  "believe,  in  the  hahit  of  keeping  Minnows 
in  his  watering  trough.  The  information  was  received  too 
late  for  any  action  to  he  taken. 

Particular  LFYBURN  -  A  number  of  downspouts  and  carriage  washes  are

connected  to  the  sewers.  A3  a  consequence  there  i3  often 
more  sewage  than  can  he  conveniently  managed.  These  spouts 
etc.  ran  into  the  old  drains  and  these  were  connected 
straight  to  t^e  sewers.  The  Council  hove  power  under  their 
byelaws  to  remedy  this. 

The  question  of  an  increased  water  supply  seems  to 
have  lapsed. 

HUNTON  -  The  water-scheme  is  no  further  advanced. 

FINGHALL  -  There  is  a  private  scheme  hut  it  lays  woefully. 

MELMER8Y  -  The  water  ac  is  complete  and  working  well. 

WEST  LITTON  -  The  Council  have  decided  to  construct  a  sewer 

for  the  lower  portion  of  the  village  and  to  supply  water 
to  the  upper  portion. 

I  suggest  that  instructions  he  given  to  see  this 
carried  out. 

MIPtLSTTAk  -  Die  Parish  Council  have  obtained  powers  to  cleanse 
the  streets. 

VE  1SLEY  -  There  is  a  tank  at  Fensley  which  receives  the  sewage 

of  a  portion  of  the  river.  For  some  reason  the  road  culvert 
is  connected  to  it  sc  that  it  is  smothered  in  sand  and 
flushed  out  at  every  3 to rm.
